To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  seventeenth  annual 
report,  being  that  for  the  year  1946. 


The  vital  statistics  are  most  satisfactory. 


The  death  rate  is  below  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years, 
the  Birth  Rate  the  highest  recorded  during  that  period,  and  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  the  third  lowest,  and  well  below  that  of 
the  County. 


It  will  be  noted  that  Cardio-vascular  disease  including  intra- 
cranial vascular  lesions  accounted  for  92  deaths,  Cancer  25  and 
Tuberculosis  8,  a total  of  125  out  of  221. 


The  house  building  programme  has,  for  one  reason  and  another, 
fallen  very  short  of  expectations,  and  after  approximately  one  year, 
only  18  houses  were  available  for  occupation.  This  means  that 
conditions  of  overcrowding  tend  to  increase  and  the  prospect  for 
young  people  engaging  in  marriage  is  rather  worse  than  better. 


There  is  the  problem  of  how  to  deal  with  the  small  pockets 
of  condemned  derelict  properties.  In  present  circumstances  I am 
convinced  that  the  best  policy  would  be  to  clear  the  sites  and 
leave  them  so,  giving  air  space  and  improving  the  view. 
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To  the  Members  of  the  Committee  I offer  my  thanks  for  their 
confidence  and  continued  interest,  and  to  the  Officials  of  the  Council 
for  their  generous  co-operation.  The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspect  ors 
and  office  staff  has  been  most  praiseworthy.

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INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

During  the  year  699  inspections  were  made  of  properties  in 
the  District.  It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  151  informal  notices 
for  the  remedying  of  various  public  health  nuisances  and  the 
majority  of  such  notices  received  the  prompt  attention  of  the 
owners  or  occupiers  of  the  properties  concerned. 

In  6 cases  of  non-compliance  the  Health  Committee  instructed 
that  statutory  notices  be  served  and  in  each  case  the  notice  was 
complied  with  and  no  further  action  was  necessary. 

322  visits  were  made  with  the  object  of  seeing  that  notices 
were  complied  with. 

RE-HOUSING. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  decided  that  the  method  of 
allocating  both  new  houses  in  course  of  erection  and  existing  council 
houses  should  be  revised. 

After  very  careful  consideration  it  was  decided  to  adopt  a 
scheme  whereby  points  were  allocated  to  applicants  on  a basis 
of  need,  having  regard  to  overcrowding,  lack  of  a separate  house, 
slum  clearance,  size  of  family,  war  service  and  also  on  health 
•grounds  where  this  was  considered  necessary  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

The  scheme,  which,  so  far  as  practicable,  embraces  all  major 
reasons  for  re-housing  was  well  received  and  persons  living  under 
unsatisfactory  conditions  felt  they  were  receiving  fair  treatment 
in  the  allocation  of  such  houses  as  became  available. 

A total  of  18  new  council  houses  were  completed  and  occupied 
up  to  31st  December  and  in  addition  6 houses  on  existing  estates 
became  vacant. 

Of  the  24  houses  concerned  8 were  let  to  tenants  of  slum 
clearance  houses,  the  remainder  to  families  living  in  overcrowded 
or  other  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

When  the  condition  of  vacated  slum  clearance  houses  made 
such  action  possible  they,  were  utilised  for  the  rehousing  of  persons 
from  other  clearance  areas— so  providing  that  only  the  most 
unsatisfactory  and  dangerous  properties  are  demolished  dining 
the  acute  housing  shortage. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE,  DISINFECTION  AND  VERMIN 

DISINFESTATION. 

40  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases. 
Disinfection  was  carried  out  at  25  premises  where  bedding  and 
articles  of  clothing,  etc.,  were  also  treated. 

11  premises  of  which  2 were  council  houses  were  disinfested. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

Following  upon  the  delegation  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  in  1945,  and  the  subsequent 
appointment  of  a rodent  officer,  active  steps  were  taken  to  deal 
with  all  infestations  in  the  City  area. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  infestation  in  dwelling  houses, 
business  premises  and  other  infested  places  the  Ministry  of  Food 
direction  to  carry  out  a campaign  involving  treatment  of  all  the 
Councils  sewers  was  complied  with. 

The  campaign  against  rodent  infested  places  proved  to  be 
very  effective  and  the  resulting  improvement  will  be  maintained 
by  follow-up  treatments  where  inspection  and  test  baiting  show 
this  to  be  necessary.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Chief  Engineer  to  the  Durham  County  Water  Board 
reporting  on  Durham  City’s  water  supply  states  that  in  the  case  of 
piped  supplies,  bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical  analysis 
of  the  water  were  made  once  per  month  and  that  the  supply  to  the 
area  has  proved  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

All  water  is  chlorinated  with  a view  to  overcoming  any  danger 
from  contamination  of  supplies  and  lime  is  added  as  a precaution 
against  any  tendency  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Apart  from  a small  number  of  isolated  properties  (five  properties 
at  Old  Durham)  the  whole  of  the  population  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

The  following  information  relating  to  Refuse  Collection, 
Public  Baths,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Works  has  been"  supplied  by 
the  City  Engineer  whose  Department  is  responsible  for  these  under- 
takings. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

A regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  in  the  City. 

Salvage  collection  has  also  been  maintained  at  a satisfactory 

level. 
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PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Both  swimming  ponds  at  the  Public  Baths  are  kept  open 
throughout  the  year.  They  are  well  attended  and  showing  an 
increasing  popularity. 

Every  precaution  is  taken  by  means  of  continuous  filtration 
and  chlorination  to  produce  a water  which  is  free  from  impurities 
and  disease  germs  and  at  the  same  time  clear  and  attractive  in 
appearance. 

The  water  is  subject  to  routine  checking  to  ensure  that  the 
plant  is  working  efficiently. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  WORKS. 

The  extensive  developments  proposed  by  the  University  will 
necessitate  the  sewering  of  a large  area  to  the  south  of  the  City 
and  the  Health  Committee  are  giving  consideration  to  this  matter 
and  the  treatment  of  sewage. 

The  enlargement  of  the  existing  works  at  Barker's  Haugh 
and  re-sewering  of  certain  areas  in  the  town  are  also  being  considered. 

RIVER  WEAR. 

Since  the  detailed  inspection  of  the  river  in  1945,  when  it 
was  found  that  in  two  cases  drains  were  discharging  sewage  direct 
into  the  river,  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  without 
further  cases  of  pollution  having  been  observed. 

BILLETING. 

In  January,  1946,  a total  of  14  persons  comprising  4 families 
and  1 unaccompanied  child  remained  in  the  City.  Of  this  total 
9 persons  returned  home  early  in  the  year  leaving  only  one  family 
who  are  accommodated  in  a house  requisitioned  by  the  Council. 

All  surplus  billeting  equipment  consisting  of  household  goods 
was  disposed  of  by  sale  to  the  public.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  12  Cowkeepers  and  21  Dairies  and  Purveyors  of  Milk 
registered  in  the  district.  In  addition,  31  dealers  are  registered 
for  the  sale  of  bottled  milk  only.  Registered  premises  have  been 
visited  during  the  year  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order  have  been  complied  with. 

Slaughtering  of  Animals. 

The  6 licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the  City  remain  unused  as 
al  Imeat  for  the  area  continues  to  be  slaughtered  and  inspected  in 
the  Government  controlled  premises  in  the  Brandon  and  Byshottles 
Urban  District. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Regulations,  2 notifications 
of  slaughter  were  received.  2 pig  carcases  and  organs  were  inspected 
and  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption. 

Food  Inspection. 

The  following  list  shows  the  quantities  of  food  that  were 
found  upon  inspection  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  All 
food  condemned  was  voluntarily  surrendered.  As  much  of  the 
condemned"  food  as  was  practicable  was  utilised  for  salvage  or
